Also, the chap from Liverpool 
hardly understands one from Birmingham, and he who commands an Oxford accent 1s 
extremely proud; in this case even where a word is accented varies.

ask someone to pronounce the word Strawberry, and you can tell whether he comes from 
Boston or Atlanta. 


We suggest that in your trip - or next trip - you take a tape recorder and in your 
walks on the streets of Miami you record the language of the people and later try 

to pinpoint their places of origin. a

to work qiute a few hours at 2 $2.90 hour job stocking shelves at a 

local department store,such as I did in 1978,even a $29.95 radio is an 
expensive item.And if you have the discontinued Radio Shack TRF,it's 

more so that way.If your'e like me,some one who doesn't like to drill 
holes in 4 radio you can't buy anymore,then this article on TRF recording 
jacks is for you-and you won't have to drill a hole,anywhere$All it will 
cost is $1.59 or so. 

Am I nuts?~hardly.But,if you use headphones on your TRF,your halfway home. 
Get to your local Radio Shack,or Gem Electronics store,or wherever,and buy: 
a telephone pick-up coil,with a suction cup on it.(I recently saw one yow 
wire into the earpiece,thats not for a TRF).When you get home,simply put 

a drop of water on the suction cup,attach it to one side of your headphones, 
plug the jack in your recorder,and-voila!You get fine audio on the tape, 
for almost nothing. And with inflation,gas prices,you won't have to fill.

This time, the trusty ICF 6700W, SM-2, CTR-48 cassette, ICF-2001 (for LW), some- 
what expectant wife Kristine and | headed for Cabo San Lucas on the tip of Baja Cali-~ 
fornia Sur. There was no TV or FM, and the closest AM stations were in La Paz, 96 
miles, and these were barely audible. Instead, the natives tune in Mazatlan (223 mi.) 
or Culiacan (209 mi.) which thanks to a straight seawater path, were fine semilocals. 
On our arrival day, March 1, Culiacan and Mazatlan FM signals on 99.5 and 100.1 were 
audible, but that was the only day anything was noted on FM. 

Baja California Sur. XENT-790 and XEHZ-990 were the only La Paz stations noted; 
even BFOing provided no clue as to other signals. XESR-1320 was noted at sign-on one 
morning, but not during the day. Nayarit-1489 blocked a possible XE{B-1490 Todos Santos 


but there was an all day het. There was no distinguishable type of BCS music. 


Sonora. | didn't spend much time on XEDM-1580. XEOX-1430 was slick top 40ish. 
There appeared to be a prodominance of ranchero type music. 

Sinaloa. | have not studied this state ethnically, but XEORO-680 in Guasave in 
particular seemed to play quite a bit of something between German beer garden oom- 
pah-pah and early Spike Jones. XETK-630 was the most potent signal (Mazatlan.)

When you do get a call letter 
1D, you are likely to get the whole works -- calls, frequency, power, studio location, 
and something about the ownership being one of the finest organizations in Mexico. 
The most frequent words on the more local stations are cerveza, farmacia, muebleria 
(furniture), zapateria (shoes) and also, you'll hear "deportiva'’ once in awhile 
(sports.) Many stations use the phrase "La x x'' (as in "La T K" for XETK) with which 
to identify. The most frequently heard song was ''Amigo'' by Roberto Carlos. Now let's 
take a look at what was heard.

PREPARING FOR THE WORST! 
Re-tooling for 9 Khz 
by Skip Arey 


This is a construction artical on how to transmorgrify a previous 
TRF transmorgrification. While many have lamented that 9 Khz spacing 
will be the death of BCB DXing and while others prepare to use their 
HQ-180s, R-390s and DX-160 on all those other bands instead of MW, I 
plan to hang tough and continue to listen to the BCB. But this decision 
requires planning. The 12-655 TRF is gone forever and eventually parts 
might become scarce so for those who plan to continue our hobby after 
the FCC swings its axe and who use the TRF I share this idea: 


1) If you do not already have a copy of NRC Publication R4 MODIFYING THE 
TRF, obtain a copy of same from the Publications center. Read with 
care Charles Barkfield and Gerry Thomas plan to modify your TRF for 
10 Khz readout. If you have not already made this modification you 
might want to wait till the new spacing takes effect. 


2)HOWEVER: If you have made this modification as I have follow along. 


3)Place an order at your local Radio Shack for the following parts: 


Dial Window G-0211 

Pointer D-1138 
The cost of these parts ig under the $2.00 deposit your usually asked 
to make when ordering special parts. Waiting time is about two weeks. 


4)When your parts come in,squirrel them away in a safe place along with 
Publication R4 and this article until the eventful demise of 10 Khz. 


5)Try and remember what kind of glue you used when you glued the dial 
window on after the first modification. Try to find a stratagey for 
removing the dial window without using solvents that might effect the 
other plastic parts. This is why you must order the new dial window 
because you will probably find that you will need to muscle the old 
dial window of in such a way that it will be destroyed in the process. 


6)The new pointer is used to provide the straight-edge for drawing the 
lines for the new spacing. This is needed because the modified pointer 
flexes too much when drawing the lines. You will replace the modified 
pointer only for drawing the lines. It will be reused with 9 Khz spacing. 


7)Follow the directions for the modification in Publication R4. Be sure 
to take note of Charles and Gerry's additional tips. The only change 
you will make is to space your lines 9Khz apart up to 702 Khz and 18 
Khz apart up the rest of the band. You can facilitate this process by 
making use of an accurate RF Generator. 


8)Replace the modified pointer; put on the new dial window, and your 
ready to continue to enjoy the challenge of broadcast band DXing in 
the new environment of 9Khz spacing. 


The changes that the FCC propose will bring about changes in our hobby, 
but it does not signal the end. Its better then a sharp stick in the eye, 
and the NRC and our hobby will be around long after the complaints about 
the changes have gone. 


A P.S. FOR 12-656 TRFers, 

This modifications and many others 
that were origionally planned for 
the 12-655 TRF can be adapted to 
your TRF too! But before you try 
any 655 mods, order copies of the 
service manuals for both rigs from 
your local Radio Shack.

Over the past few years some tips have appeared in the various club bulletins 
for switching two speakers and headphone outputs. The Giagram is one I have 
worked out in steps during this time for use with a stereo headphone. 


The jack is a stereo type with contacts for cutting off speakers. The one 
illustrated is available from Radio Shack for around §1.50. It is listed as 
Cat. No. 274-277 Stereo Phone Jack = 3 Conductor Double Closed Circuit. 


The switch is a four pull double throw (4PDT) with on-on<on contacts. 
made by C&K Components, Inc., appears to be the rost easily available. 
oatalog number is 7411-SY¥ZQ, and costs around $8.

With the avitch in the center "normal" position both speakers are on. When 
switched to the left the right speaker is turned off, and when switched to the 
right the left speaker is turned off. When using headphones, in the normal 
position the right receiver is on the right headphone, and the left receiver is 
on the left headphone. With the switch throw to the left, the left receiver is 
on both headphones, and when thrown to the right, the right receiver is on both 
headphones. 


The resistors are to terminate the receiver output when the epeaker is cut off. 
They should be the same value as the output impedence of the receiver. In ny 
case, R1 is 600 ohms and R2 is 4 ohms. The capacitora C1 and C2 are to reduce 


‘the low frequency response of the headphones so rumbles and such are reduced. | 
_They should be around 10 uf or so. C3 and C4 are to compensate for the inductance 


of the headphones, and should be about 16 uf. .

YET ANOTHER TRF MODIFICATION 
and another s-meter circuit 
By Skip Arey 


I pondered MARK CONNELLY'S artical in Vol.47 #24 entitled S-METER FOR 
THE TRF for longer than usual. Normaly I have the soldering iron warmed 
up before the artical is.completely read. The only thing that held me 
back was that I did not have a +100--100 meter in my trusty junk box. 
During the summer, while visiting friends in Pittsburg, I wandered into 
and Olsen electronics outlet and marveled at the many rows of surplus 
parts racks, quite a sight after the blister-packed world of most 
“electronics” stores. Within those racks I found 210MA meter movements 
selling for something like $1.00 per fist full. Remembering Marks artical 
I snatched up a batch and spent the rest of our visit to Pittsburg con- 
cocting a workable circuit based upon Marks initail attempt. This same 
meter movement is available at retail price ($1.29)in Olson's latest 
catalog #281 Olson Electronics 2850 Gilchrist Rd. Akron Ohio 44305. 

All other pasts can be found in your junk box or at Radio Shack. I 
suggest you read Marks artical because his description of mechanical 
assembly and electrical circuit includes a Battery Check circuit that I 
did not choose to use. As always experimentation is the key to success. 


The meter drive signal is taken from transistor Q3's emitter lead. This 
is the transistor to the right of the dual trimmer capacitor (C1iB,C1iF) 
and immediatly above the transformer with the yellow slug (T1). The 
emitter lead is the one closest to the top of the circuit board. You 
might want to refer to Marks drawing (PFig.1) in his or artical or 
obtain a copy of the Service Manual for the 12-655 TRF. 


The switched +6 volts can be found on the lower center lead of the on- 
off switch. Ground can come from the black speaker lead.

WSAN - STATION HISTORY ©) 
VIA ROBERT DIMMICK 


On May 24, 1923, a radio broadcast station with the call letters WCBA 
was licensed to operate in Allentown. A few weeks later, June 30, 1923, a . 
second station, WSAN, was licensed to the Allentown Radio Club. These sta.ions 
were operated with a power of 5 and 10 watts respectively. Studios were located 
jin the 2nd floor of a South 8th Street home of a Mr. Heimbach. Programming was 
conductd around a microphone attached to the banister in the living room. 


In early 1925 WSAN was purchased by the Allentown Call Publishing Company. 
At this time the power of the station was increased to 100 watts. Studios were 
located at 101 N. 6th St. in Allentown. 


In 1932 WSAN's studio facilities were moved to 44 N. 10th St. The latter 
address also housed WCBA'ts studio. Programming was alternated day by day from 
WSAN one day to WCBA the second day. 


On April 14, 1933, WSAN was granted voluntary assignment of its license 


from the Allentown Call Publishing Co. to WSAN Inc. headed by B. Bryan 


Musselman, a minister in a local church. Programming was religious. 


WSAN-WCBA joined the National Broadcasting Co on May 1, 1937. In late 1937 
Major J. Calvin Shumberger, Sr. acquired an interest in WSAN Inc., and became 
the station's President. 8B. Bryan Musselman thereupon became the station and 
commercial manager. 


WSAN-WCBA’s licensee name was changed from WSAN Inc. to the Lehigh Valley 
Broadcasting Co. in 1939. Programming was then Country & Religious. WSAN was 
granted a modification of it’s license on February 29, 1944 to change from 
specified hours (with WCBA) to unlimited hours--call letters WCBA to be deleted. 


After receiving a construction permit in 1946 to raise power to 5,000 watts, 
WSAN increased its power from 500 to 5,000 watts in 1947. 


on June 6, 1950, J. Calvin Schumberger, Sr. relinquished ownership and the 
presidency of the L.V. Broadcasting Co. to B. Bryan Musselman. 


In the mid-fifties, WSAN dropped its NMC affiliation and began programming 
the CBS Radio Network. Musical programming was still Country and Religious. 


WSAN re-affiliated with NBC in December 1958. Death had come to owner 
Rev. B. Bryan Musselman on July 27, 1957, at age 66. 


; In the early sixties, studios were moved from the station's former head- 
Quarters at N. 10th St. to the new facilities at 1183 Mickley Rd. Ownership 
by now was a partnership of Olivia M. Barnes and Reuel He. Musselman. Program- 
ming was switched from Country to a Middle-of-the-Road format, 


In June 1971, WSAN switched from Middle-of-the-Road format to Album Rock. 
Rick Musselman became Jeneral Manager of WSAN. 


In June 1978, WSAN softened programming to a soft rock format with heavy 
emphasis on news programming. 


On December 12, 1980, Reuel M. Musselman 
and Olivia mM. Barnes relinquished ownership and 
the presidency of WSAN to Harold G. Fulmer III. 
Rick Musselman was retained as General Manager. 
WSAN's licensee name was changed from Lehigh 
Valley Broadcasting Co. to WSAN Ince Programming’ 
in July of 1980 was changed from soft rock to the 
Present Modern Country. In addition to the music 
Change, the station made a commitment to broad~ ~ 
Casting substantially upgraded new, weather, 
Sports, and community oriented programming. 

Today, WSAN, Pennsylvania's 17th oldest con-. 
tinuously licensed broadcast station operates on 
1470 Khz with 500 watts, and is located at 1183 
Mickley Rd., Allentown, PA and continues as an 
NBC affiliate. 


THE SONY ICFS5W 


A Side by Side Comparison with the Realistic TRF & the GE Superadio

As part of a recent marketing effort, Sony Corporation made ICFS5W portable AM/FM 
radios available to selected DXers for a one-month trial evaluation. I was lucky 
enough to be chosen as one of the DxXers involved in this project. 

Before I plunge into the main body of this article, a thorough comparative study 
of performance of the ICFS5W versus that of the Realistic TRF (#12=655) and that of the 
GE Superadio (#7-2880B), I would advise the reader to refer to the article “Coming Soon = 
the Sony ICFS5” HA Gerry Thomas and Armand DiFilippo. This article appears in GX News, 
5 JAN 1981, page 24 and in DX Monitor, 27 DEC 1980, page 16, The Thomas/DiFilippo _ 
article gives a rather complete physical description of Sony's latest offering, s0 there 
is no reason to repeat it all here. We shall immediately proceed to the results of

The ICFS5W had a slight setaitivity edge over the stock TRF on the bottom and top 
énas of the band (520-650 kHz., 1450~1620kHs.)}. The stock TRF had a very slight edge 
over the ICFS5W in mid=band (950-1200 kHz.). The (transfilter) modified TRF exhibited | 
a consistent 5 dB lower gain than the stock TRF, The Superadio had a fairly high noise 
floor that covered really weak signals with hiss: its performance was inferior to the 
three other portables, although on}y by a slight margin. 


II = SELECTIVITY 
Section a: Domestic stations 


The ICFS5W, stock TRF, TRF w/tramsfilter mod., & the Superadio were tested on one 
separation of 20 kHz. and six separations of 10 kHz. The slop produced by a given strong 
local against a desired weaker adjacent signal was gauged on each receiver, Steady 
daytime groundwave signals were used for all tests. Each receiver was physically oriented 
such that its loopstick antenna produced the maximum pickup in the direction of the weak

The ICFS5W seems to have a selectivity on 10=kHz. domestic separations slightly 
better than that of an unmodified Realistic TRF (12-655). ICFS5w domestic selectivity, 
however, is not as tight as that of a TRF modified with the addition of the Yernitron 
transfilter. The CE Superadio is a hair less selective than the ICFS5W or either of the 
TRF*'s. 

Section b: Foreign stations / splits of 5 kHs. or less 


Of course, the modified TRF (with transfilter) performed the best. The stock TRF 
had a slight edge over the ICFS5W. The Superadio ran a poor fourth, unable to satis- 
factorily slice Langenberg-1593 away from WQQW=1590 even though 1593 waa only 10 4B 
weaker than 1590. Ona 5ekHz. split situations with the split equal in strength to 
the adjacent 10ekHz.«channel stations (e. @ Sunset receptions of Dakar=765, Surinam-725, 
St.Kitts-825,éAntiguas 1165), all portables deliver acceptable reception, In the case 
of Cayman Islandse1555, normally heard mid-evenings about 10 dB weaker than CBE-1550 & 
20 4B or more weaker than WQXR-1560, the Superadio drope by the wayside in terms of 
Selectivity adequacy. The stock TRF shows a selectivity decline on the top & botton 
ends of the band: this is analogous to its comparable sensitivity degradation on the 
extremes of the dial « = both seem to result from compromises in factory alignment needed 
to get relatively flat sensitivity across the greater spread of the dial.

Iv - AUDIO QUALITY 


The CE Superadio was best both in terms of fidelity and output level achievable. 
The big speaker and the separate bass & treble controls make the difference. The audio 
from the ICFS5W is very good for the size of the receiver: fidelity is far superior to 
that of the Realistic TRF which is of comparable physical dimensione. The ICFS5W's 
single high/low tone control slide=pot is adequate, althéugh separate controls would 
have been preferable. The Realistic [RF has the poorest audio quality of the portables 
discussed here. The tone & volume Blide=-pots get noisy very quickly: the ICFS5¥ 
also is equipped with slide-pots. It would take a year or so of constant use to 
determine if the slide-pots in the ICFS5W developed the same noise problems as those 
in the TRF. 


V¥ = PERFORMANCE WITH EXTERNAL AERIALS 


The ICFS5W, the TRF, and the CE Superadio all have provisions for external antenna 
connections for improving AM reception in “weak signal areas". The aforementioned 
“modified TRF” was modified for an improved external antenna operation as xell as for 
better selectivity. Briefly, this modification entailed removing the low-side lead 
(of the coupling coil on the ferrite rod adjacent to the main antenna coil on the rod) 
from the tuning capacitor where it was joined to the lead going to the high side of the 
coupling coil. This low side lead was then routed to real circuit ground through a De~ 
blocking capacitor of approximately .Ol wf. To improve performance further, a few more 
turns were wound onto the coupling coil. The modified TRF totally outdid the other 
receivers when a single wire aarial was connected with no ground, This is the normal 
“in the field’ ie of operation when the receiver is being used outdoors away from a 
convenient grounding point. Ona typical beach or mountain DXpedition, a longwire is 
haphazardly stretched out and the DXer sits in his car or under a tree. The chassis 
of the car or a simple ground spike is ineffective at best, so it is advisable to have 
an external antenna input that provides real signal enhancement, even with a 20n/65ft. 
shortwire antenna & no ground connection. All portables except the modified TRF fell 
down flat on the job when no ground was available. 

Providing both a 37a/122ft. longwire and a good water-pipe/mains ground gave 
readily perceptible improvements on weak stations on all portables tested; however, 
each receiver had idiosyncracies of performance outlined below:

ICFS5W: Fair improvement , but receiver could not handle the overloading by WRKO-680, 
WHDH=850, WCAP-980, WBZ-1030, and WDLW=1330. Spurs and squeals popped up across the dial. 


GE Superadio: Cood improvement on the lower frequencies, but very little improvement 
on the higher frequencies. No spurs were introduced, fortunately. 


Steck TRF: Good improvement, but some shortwave spurs were introduced. These included 
RTTY, SSB, CW, and international SWBC signals. (When either the ICFS5W or the stock 
TRF was used with a longwire & no ground, shortwave images/spurs were very objectionable. )

fod tied TRF: Excellent improvement; spurs & overload problems negligible at this QT. 
Performance with the longwire connected and the ground disconnected was only slightly 
less than when both aerial & ground wers provided. ¥ ‘ y : 


When a Worcester SM-2 active ferrite loop was connected to any of the four radios, 
nearly identical improvements in reception occurred (over no-external-antenna levels 
of performance), in every case, this brought a signal rated “poor” up to a “good” 
rating and a signal which had been rated “fair” using internal rod only up to 
"excellent" when the SMe2 was connected, turned on, tuned, and properly positioned 
for peak signal pickup. This was the only condition for which the externaleantenna - 


inputs of all four radios acted identically. 


VI = ABILITY TO NULL 


The Sony ICFS5W and the Realistic TRF could be turned while standing up normally 
on a nonemetallic surface in such a direction that an undesired groundwave or low-angle 
akip station could be nulled down quite euccesefully. The GE Superadio had to be 
tilted more frequently to produce nulls: this is especially inconvenient wher you 
consider the Superadio'’s bulkiness. If IX with a Superadio, using an SMe2 loop 
i aie the external antenna input Pree en highly recommended for easier nulling 
of "pests".

VIII = SPECIAL FEATURES 


The ICFS5W has a drumedial mechanism which can display frequency (AM), or one of 
ten "zone dials” indicating some frequenciee and numerous clear-channel stations within 
that zone. Radio amateurs will recognise the sones as the same as those used for US 
ham radio call prefixes. Zones only cover the 48 contiguous United States (no Alaska 
Hawaii, Canada, or Europeaneoriented listings). The zone charts are useful for the zi 
novice Dxer and the average AM listener who occasionally tunes out-of-towm stations 
for sports, etc. The charts aay help draw users of the radio into a ereater involvenent 
with real Ding. For more experienced DXers, it would have been better if Sony had 
taken the money spent on the zone dial and used it for an LCD digital display accurate 
to 1 kHz. & continuously-tunable (in other words, Bordeauxe1206 would show as 1206, not 
as 1210 baubling to 1200). : 

4n LED indicator shows band selected on the ICFS5W: this doesn't offer anything a 
mechanical indication couldn't supply; it just looks snazzier. A tuning light schene 
(again using LED's) surmounts the dial cursor: 2 green lights indicate weak signal or 
no signal and } red light indicates a signal of fair to excellent strength. It should 
not be construed as an accurate centre-tune meter; it works solely on strength. 


“You can be tuned to the unreadable slop of a potent local and get a nice steady red 


LED indication, This tuning light scheme is less accurate as a tuning ald than is 
the ear, 4n LED string (5 or more LEDs) S-meter would be vastly preferable.

IX. SUGGESTED MODIFICATIONS 


The following is a"wish list" ‘that is applicable to ALL RECEIVERS TESTED. 


MOD- 1: LCD digital readout. A read-out accurate to 1 kHs. or better resolution 
on AM and to 0.1 MHz. on FM is the ultimate tuning aid. When such a 
frequency display is combined with an accurate signal strength meter, 
perfect tuning and accurate frequency measurement are both possible, even 
with stations on “oddball” channels not conforming to any 9 kHz. multiple, 
10 kHs. multiple, gr 5~kHs. multiple channelisation plan. (Examples of 
such oddball freq, stations: RANI Surinam= 914, Belize - 834.) LCD*s are 
preferable to LED's for the digital frequency display because their drain 
on the batteries is ruch less. 


MOD =2: Record output “RCA phono jack”. Such an output would send audio to tape 
recording equipment , regardless of whether listening was being done with 
the speaker or with earphone/headphones. A switch could select “High | 
Impedance Out" for home recording equipment or “Low Impedance Out” for 
the inputs of some portable cassette recordere. . 


MOD= 3: A well-deeigned two-position selectivity switch offering a supertight 
2.8 kHz. “serious Ding” filter and a 6 to 8 kHz. norma)-listening 
IF bandpass filter. 


MOD <4: An adaptor plug to allow the use of stereo headphones should be included 
with any topegrade portable radio. The earphones supplied with portable 
radios are eo uncomfortable and have such wretched fidelity that anyone 
who has been exposed to good audio soon eearches for a better method of 
private radio listening. Radio Shack makes an adapter which has a minie- 
phone plug on the end to go to the radio's earphone-out jack and a jack 
on the other end into which stereo headphones may be plugged for hi-fi 
mono from your portable. ‘The adapter is Radio Shack cat. # 274=—361 and 
should be included with better portables; cost is less than $2. 


MOD- 5: Adequate circuitry documentation. The ICFS5W instruction pamphlet wasted 
a whole page on “how to attach the carrying strap”, but nowhere was a 
schematic of the circuit to be found: A radio intended for the hobbyist 
market should include (1) a schematic (2) a “roadmap” or PC board 
components-layout drawing and (3) a parts list as minimum docurentation. 
An alignment procedure would also be valuable. ‘The receiver should be 
considered a component which the user may want to build into a larger 
operating system. 


MOD «6: Data pind for remote control & outputting of bits which activate frequency 
readout. It is my belief that a consumer-equipment control buss scheme 
similar to the “GPIB" or IEEE-488 system used in controlling of instruments 
in industry will soon be common in firsteclass portable radios, anateur 
radio gear, SWL/MWDX communications receivers, and home audio equipment 

(e. @ cassette decks). Such a data-buse would allow a timer unit to 
turn a radio & linked tape deck on & off to record ausic while you are 
work or DX while you're asleep. Furthermore, if a home computer could 
be data-linked to a receiver's “frequency bits in” control pins, complicated 
scanning, automated IX hunting, and parallel frequency routines could be 
set into motion. A stereo cassette deck could then be fed audio on one 
channel and frequency/time/date data pulses on the other channel, the 
contente of which could be flashed onto the screen of a CRT terminal as 
the tape was being played back. 


MOD ~7; Signal strength meter, either mechanical or solid state. 


MOD -8: TFeout coax jack for oscilloscope-observation of subaudible heterodynes, 
analysis of the spectral content of stations received, etc. 


X% «FH PERFORMANCE § Superadio VS. ICFS5W 


Tne differencee between the ICFS5W and the GE Superadio with regaris to FM 
reception wers slight. The ICFS5W received statione on 46 FM channels with its FM 
whip fully extended; the Superadio received etations on 50 channels with a fully- 
extended antenna. The ICFS5W had an image at the bottom of the dial from WXKS= 
107.9 Ms. This was probably on 86.5 Miz. (107.9 » (2 X 10.7 MHz. IF)). 

It was not noted on the Superadio; this may have been outaide its low-end tuning 
range. Several statious received poorly on the ICF55W were given a “fair” rating 
on the Superadio. So in the FM sweepstakes, the nod goes to the Superadio, 
although not by a tremendous margin.

It is up to the reader to weigh the relative importance of each of the above 
criteria, also taking into account price. The Sony ICFS5W is clearly a wise choice 
for those looking for an AM/FH receiver of sisilar size and having AM IXing capabilities 
like the Realistic TRF #12-655, no longer marketed. It can be inferred from recent 
reviews of the current #12-656 TRF that the ICFS5W's AM performance would easily ; 
surpass that of thepresently-marketed, The ICFS5W's audio is vastly superior $0 that 
of any of the Realistic TRF*s of recent vintage. The Sony surpasses the GS. Supéradio 
in most considerations of immediate interest to MW Mers. The only forseeable problea 
that could be serious to some ICFS5W users. is the - mediocre etrong=signal handling 
characteristic. ‘This problem would most obviously manifest itself in terms of spurious 
responses appearing when the receiver 4 used in an urban area with gany strong locals. 
The “transmitter alley” area in the N.J- Meadowlands area west of New York City would 
provide the site for a real acid test of all of the receivers tested above. Until 
other IXers come forth with the resulte of such strong-signal "stress-testing”, using 
different ICFS5W's; we cannot say with assurance that the ICFS5W would have nore , 
spurious responses than the other radios tested. Overall, the ICFS5W is a hot little 
receiver in an attractive package at a fair price: it may be the THF replacement many 
of us have been looking for, with FM capability to boot in a much wore convenient size 
than the CE Superadio. Now, if they'd only {nclude the schematic for the thing, we 
could get our hands inside & modify this radio into a real Din’ Machine.

MORE STATICococece 

Per a note from Jerry Starr, the WFRA=1450 DX test on 3/2 encountered some 
problems with the power-change relay at the transmitter and only the first 
sBeven minutes (0200-0207) were run at 1000 watts. Most stations would have 
dropped the rest of the test to make repairs but WFRA kept it on for the full 
test achedule, but only on 250 watts. When the damage was finally repaired, 
they had missed the first 45 minutes of their regular schedule next morning. 
Had they not completed the Test, they probably would have had time to make 
the repairs. We should all thank them for this effort on our behalf. Hope- 
fully another Test with full power can be scheduled in the Fall. A note to 
FM DXers, their test was also carried on their FM, WVEN at 99.3 mhz. Any 
future Tests for NRC will also be simulcast on WVEN.

RADIO REVIEW 

THE FISHER-PRICE TRF 

(Loy Radio Fixture) 2 
by Skip Arey 


Since the recent birth of my son Brendan, I have been searching for an 
appropriate first radio for him. Of course if I had my way I would have 
run out and purchased a Drake R-7 straight away, but my wife thought this 
was unrealistic. I continued the search and finally came across the 
Fisher-Price Model 792 in the local toy store. 

I must say I was impressed at the many technical breakthroughs that 
appear on this excellent radio. I am confident that we will soon see 
these new features on future models of more traditional recievers so I 
will list them within this review. 

Firstly you will be amazed at the compact size and the clean lines of 
this rig of the future. The complete lack of any common electrical com- 
ponants signals the rest of the communications world as to Fisher-Prices 
many engineering breakthroughs. Clearly we have seen a trend as radios 
have become less and less complicated (eg. Radio Shacks move from the 12- 
655 TRF to the 12-656 TRF). The Fisher-Price TRF has only two operator 
controls. The tuning control is mounted vertically on the right side. It 
has rachet stops every 9Khz along the standard brodcast band (a clear 
sign that Fisher-Prices hand is on the pulse of the future of radio). The 
rachet allows for virtually backlash free operation. The other control is 
a rachet operated volume control/on-off switch that requires 23 turns in 
clockwise direction for proper operation. Again we discover Fisher- Prices 
unique rachet control operation. 

But the best is yet to come... 

In these days of energy conservation, Fisher-Price has made a very 
important breakthrough. This reciever operates with no external power 
source or batteries at all. Surely this new power source will begin to 
appear in other areas of use in the near future. 

But of course, every rig has its flaws. 

The Fisher-Price TRF, as least as it comes from the factory has serious 
tuning and selectivity problems. This reciever that I purchased only 
recieves one station that keeps playing "The Teddy Bears Picnic” over 
and over again without any ID. If any of you have any information on 
this apparent pirate broadcast please let me know. It must be an NSP 
station because I can hear it no matter what time of day or night I 
turn on this rig). I investigated this problem further by returning to 
the store of purchase and examining the other F-P TRFs. Sure enough they 
all had a similar problem of recieveing only one station. Some picked up 
a station playing “London Bridges Falling Down" so clearly the problem is 
one of selectivity and not sensitivity because the design is capable of . 
trans-atlantic reception. Other F~P TRFs were recieving a station playing 
"Row Row Row Your Boat" so on these radios the tuning problem must have 
been so bad as to de-tune the radio into the maritime bands. 

But I must admit that Brendan does enjoy this radio even if it only 
receives one station so it does make an excellent first radio. 

Maby I can get him the R-7? for his first birthday.

However, I felt I 
should write to comment on some remarks made recently here in DX NEWS and sev- 
eral letters to me (all polite I might edd) from members. On the subject of 
several questionable loggings by a certain young member, let's have a little 4 
understanding for him and all other new DXers. After all, EACH of us has prob- 
ably made mistakes due to our youthful enthusiasm for the hobby. Like any oth- 
er endeavour, it takes time to gain knowledge, and lashing out serves no con- 
structive purpose. Let's hope we haven't alienated somebody who has the poten- 
tial to become a good, solid DXer. Remember the saying "Let him who is without 
Sin cast: the first stone." As to the question of whether an editor should al- 
low “questionable” loggings to appear in his column, i can speak from some ex- 
perience, having been a DDXD editor. Contributions that have passed a certain 
"time" deadline should be dropped (old loggings, etc.) since a precise rule can 
be made concerning this (1.e.: no loggings over a month old) but when 1t comes 
to making a subjective decision (Do I really believe he actually heard this?) 
it’s not easy to do. An editor should not be expected to have the responsibil- 
ity, or the right, to reject a logging simply because he personally doesn't be- 
lieve it. Each contribution should be given equal treatment. it is really 
up to each of us as individual DXers to evaluate what is printed. if you per- 
sonally choose not to believe a logging, than that's your choice. If it’s ar- 
bitrarily edited out before you read it, then your right to make that choice 
is taken away. Your own sensibility and knowledge should be the final editor. 
And, lastiy, I can't believe that ANYBODY could take the "WBBW Loggings" seri- 
ously. This has been a "running joke™ in DDXD for years now. Bits of humor 
have been a hallmark of DDXD for many years and is, in fact, the reason why. 
many readers read the column carefully instead of skimming over it. Life with- 
out a little humor would be dull indeed! I'11 close with one bit of DH: 2/30- 
KBEL-1240 heard loud at 6am relaying WBBW audio. If you buy that, I'd like to 
talk to you about some swamp land in Florida...or maybe the Brooklyn Bridge.
